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CHINA'S NATIVE PRESS,

(Dailg Press 12th August). 

There is not quite so much emphreisput 
nowadays on tke influence of the Press. 
Whether it he demoralisation or ierely 
commercinlism, newspapers are as often 
called echoes of public opinion as moulders 
or leaders thereof. In China, however, it 
appears that the Press has not yet reached 
the stage of comparative insignificance that 
Western journalism is supposed to occupy. 
There isa gentleman in Hongkong whore 
learning is so great that he is able to read 
both Chinese and Japanese journals; and 
in the case of the former, he lias hal 
experiences which convince him of the 
enormous power wielded by the vernacular 
papers. Ofthe South China native Press 
men it may be truthfully 
are their weapons and newspapers their 
fortresses.” It appears that this is partly 
because native journalism locally is still in 
the period of strenuous and hopeful youth. 
The Canton correspondent of a northern 
contemporary remarks that: 

“The rative Press of China, at least of 
the South of China, has grown up within 


the last twenty years. We remember when | 


.dtors were harassed and their offices 
confiseated, if they published anything less 
harmless, and more interesting than the 
Peking Gazette. It may be contessed that 
the Hongkong native Press, whose rvots 
struck deep in the island, but whose 
branches spread out over the Kuan- 
tung province, had much to do with 
the present vigour of the native news- 
papers here. When complaints were made 
to the Hongkong officials by the Canton 
mandarins, that governinent mattera, 
hitherto so sacred, were handled with a 
rough irreverence, they got little comfort 
and Icss assistance. Freedom of the Press 
was the rule in the colonies of Great Britain ; 
Hongkong was a colony, therefore the 
editors could not be coerced. The conse- 
quence was that the mandarins, seeing that 
they were helpless, submitted to the imevit- 
able.

It would perhaps be difficult to find a 
better illustration of the truth of the saying 
that nothing succeeds like success than 
in the somewhat extreme admiration for | 
everything Japanese, which has of late 
become the fashion in Europe. While 
fully recognising the credit that is due to - 
Japan for the Wonderful progress which ' 
she has made in the arts both of peacy and — 
of war, we may still have some doubt as to 
whether there may not be a tendeucy tv 
overrate the resul:s that have been attained 
and to hastily conclude that the Japanese 
can be taken as a model of what shouid be 
done by all other nations, So far has.this 
disposition gone, that we find a well in-! 
formed political writer suggesting that the 
Russian Governinent would do well to 
adopt the Constitution of Japan, as that 
ost suitable for securing the greatest liberty 
ef the people combined with the fullest 
central authority. What, howeyer, may do 
very well for Japan, may net prove 
suitable in Russia; andit may be taken as ; 
certainthat that country is not likely to 
wnake any attempt at improving the internal 
administration upon Japancse lines, 
especially as the most salutary principle 
of the existing Japanese system is the: 
degree of liberty which it accords to the 
individual—which is such as it is hardly | 
likely, or indeed desirable, should le 
accorded in Russia. There is nothing in ! 
which it is a greater mistake to adopt any | 
existing system without qualification than | 
in respect to political Constitutions ; and | 
it may be hoped that the Russian: will be 
better advised than to attempt to improve 
the internal state of the country by adopt- | 
ing wholesale the institutions either of 
Papan or of any other nation. There is, | 
indeed, only one direction in which they can | 
with confidence follow Japan. and that 
is the careful avoidance of this particular 
error. Where the Japanese have tost | 
conspicuously displaye! their alulity as | 
statesmen has beeu in decliniug to believe | 
exclusively in any one principle of govern | 
ment as a eine yua non or asa universal i 
panacea, While admiring the free institu. 
tions of Great Britain and Aerica they 
have been careful to take from them‘ouly so 
much as is clearly suitable to the circum. © 
stances and the peculiarities of their own | 
country; and have thus been able to frame 
a constitution which is in accordatce with 
their actual political wants. They have 
begun with the facts and then sought ont, | 
from the best sources, the: principles whieh | 
would best apply to them, and, by actng | 
upon this practical basis, bave arrived at | 
results which promise to he permanently | 
satisfactory. It is, however, open to very | 
grave doubt whether, if she were likely te | 
do so, Russia would derive any sindlar 
advantage from following in the wake of 
Japan, and adopting from her anything 
ready-made in the form of a constitution. 
The two countries are essentially different 
in regard to the most important factor of 
government, namely centralisation. Japan 
is territorially small and self-contained ; aud 
with a uation so situated it is naturally far 
casier to maintain central authority than in 
one widely diffused as is the qase with 
Russia. The degree to which the central 
authority in any given country cau be main- 
tained is a very important factor in respect 
to the: amount of local and individual 
liberty that can safely be accorded ; and any 
mistake on thig point is certain to lead to 
serious results, even though fhe constilu- 
tion that is adopted appear in every way 
desirable upon merely abstract grounds.

The Attorney-General—Way it please 
Your Lordship and gentlemen of the jury, the 
prisoner stands charged with the murder of a 
girl named Shek Kau on the 20th June last. 
The murder is stated to have taken place 
somewhere on the waters of the harbour 
off Saiwan. The facts as they will be 
exposed to you by witnesses will be shortly as 
follows :—The dead girl’s parents own a house- 
boat at Shaukiwan; they also bad a passenger 
boat which the dead girl used to ply for hire. 
The prisoner was well known to the family, and 
had used the dead girl’s boat on two or three 
occasions. The mother of the girl will tell you 
that on the 7th January of this year the 
prisoner came to her boat to see the girl, snd 
asked on that occasion that the girl might come 
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to live with him as his mistress: that she appears 
to have refused to do so partly owing to her 
mother, and on account thereof the prisoner 
made nse of threats against the girl’s life, and 


stated that she should die by hishand. The! 
mother will tell you that this language fright- | 
ened the girl, and for some time thereafter sue | 
was afraid, and refused to ply the passenger | 
post for hire. Again on (the 19th and 21st of | 
the same month it is announced by the mother ° 


that the prisoner returned to her boat and again 
urged his suit. The girl persist-ntly refused 
him, and he again made use of threats against 
her. Some six months then passed daring 
which time the family were apparen{ly un- 
molested by the prisoner ; but the mother tells 
us that on the 19th Juno last, the deceased 
having been free from the advances of the 
prisoner for some time, again commenced to ply 
the passenger boat for hire. On the 20th June, 
the day of the night on which we say she was 
murdered, the girl left the honse-boat at nine 
o'clock and went towards the wharf for the pur- 
pose of pyiog the passenger boat. She was 
then wearing gold earrings and bangles. A 
witness will be called who will tell you that 
shortly after nine o'clock at night she saw 
three men, one «f whom was the prisoner, hire 
the deceased giri's boat. We liave it then that 
the prisoner and two other men shortly after 
nine o'clock went away from (he wharf at Shau- 
kiwan in the deceased's boat. The next witness

His Excel ency Viceroy Shum has given 


instractions to all the local officials to furnish 


him with reports of all the foreign hongs that 
are carrying on business in the Walled City 
and suburbs io their respective districts. The 
report is to contain names of each firm. their 
nationality and the numter of employees 
engaged by them. I presume this is done to 
suppress those Chinese firms that have assumed 
foreign names. 
“JAPANNING THR ARMY. 

Viceroy Shum is, indeed, a progressive man, 
and his latest idea is to reorganize the army in 
the K wangtung province onthe Japanese syst sm. 
Hitherto the Chinese Army has been trained 
under the German system. I mentioned some 
time ago, that many Japanese tutors have 
arrived here, and have now discovered that they 
are military instructors engaged by the Chinese 
Government on the Viceroy'’s recommendation. 
His Excellency intends to start instructing his 
body guards first, and thé various divisions of 
the Kwangtuny Army will be instructed 
afterwards. 

40C,000 TAELS SUBSCRIBED FOR RAILWAY, 

Capital to the oxtent of 400,000 taels has 


merchauts of the Sun-Ning district for the 
purposes of building a railway to joia the main 
trnok of Canton Hankow Railway from that 
district. As soon as the regulations are drawn 
up the peop'e will petition to the Viceroy of the 
Two Kwang requesting him to grant them 
permission to start the work. I might mention 
that the majority of the Chinese emigrants of 
United States are natives of Sun-Ning, and the 
people of hat district are more eolightened than 
fellow countrymen and they know the 
advantage of having a railway running through 
their district. 
BIG CLAN FIUHT UP-COUNTEY. 

I hear that a very s2rious clan fight is now 
going on in the Wai Chow District. It is said 
that over 200 villages are involved in the fight, 
and each party in order to prevent their owa 
men from being killed by mistake. carries 
banners—one party red, and the other black 
Cannons and rifles are used by both parties and 
thousands of men lave already heen killed and 
wounded. 

TORTURE. 

Torture of prisoners during trials of cases 
has been abolished by the Nam Hoi and 
Poon Yu Magistrates some time ago. Lately 
the Poon Yu Magistrate discovered that his 
work was in arrear. as he had difficulty in 
getling witnesses to appear and give evidence. 
His list of cases has been growing longer 


every day, he was “compelled” to fall back { 


tothe old rut of applyiuog torture to obtain 
confession from prisoners. The matter of fact is 
that the people hava no confidence in the 
officials, and if they do appear in court to give 
evidence they are afraid of being detainel and 
syneezed by the officials. The way to get people 
to appear in court to give evidence is to giv3 
them some sort of guarantee that they are al 
liberty to leave the court premises as soon as 
the case is over and that they will not, be 
molested in any way by the officials or their 
subordinates. ] suggest that if His Ex. 
eellency Viceroy Shum issues a proclamation 
to that effeet'the Canton Courts will have no 
difficulty in getling witne-ses to appear. 

EMPRESS DOWAUGER PROMISES PARLIAMENT 

ON CONDITIONS. 

A telegram received here from Peking states 
that in an audience granted by the Empress 
Dowager she made the following statements’ 
* T have heard that if a House of Parliament 
were to be established in my country it will 
make the Ching dynasty very firm and 
everlasting and that all revolutionary delib- 
eration will cease and my country will 
enjoy peace. I have sent the following officials 
viz :—Tai Hing Chi, Tsoi Chak, Tun Fong and 
Yun Sai Kai's son to go abroad to study the 
parliamentary methods of different nations and, 
on their return, should they report favourably on 
the subject, then I will grant the establishment 
of parliament te my subjects.

CHINESE TRICKE Y AND THR WAY 
IT I8 PUNISHED. * 

Last week Kwan Man Yum. a military 
student of the Cheong Pin Hok Tong (college 
for training officers at Canton), who has been in 
the habit of inventing Stories to obtain leave ef 
absence from the college, was most severely 
and cruelly puuished by His Excellency Viceroy 
Shum. It appears that on Wednesday last 
Kwan again got tired of schooling, and in 
order t) obtain leave he concocted a story by 
telling the Professor that his grandmother 
was seriously ill, and requested leave of absence 
for five days to go home and nurse his poor 
grandmother. Leave was granted to him, and 
in the afternoon he was enjoying himself most 
gloriously with “ Sing Song” girls in a fl wer 
boat. Somebody conveyed this piece of news 
to the professor of the college who on 
the following day sent for Kwan and 
abridged his leave. The professor was puzzled 
because he could not think of any punishment 
to impose on Kwan which would deter the 
incorrigible student from repeating his tricks, 
so he repérted the matter to Viceroy Shum. His 
Excellency was very angry ant directed the 
professor to hand Kwan over to the Poon Yii 
Magistate to wait his orders. On the 10th 
instant the Viceroy ordered the Magistrate to 
cut Kwan's left ear, and deported him to his 
native village (Shim Tak) where he is 
to be under vigilant servei lance of the local 
officials. An intimate friend of the Viceroy at a 
levee yesterday, broached this subject-and the 
Viceroy remarked that it was the most lenient 
punishment he could impose on Kwan for an 
offence of this kind. 

A TLS. 3,0 0,000 LOAN. 

Owing to difficulties experienced hy the 
Provincial Treasury in meeting the enormous 
public expenditure I hear that Viceroy 
Shum has been trying to obtain a loan 
of three million ‘taels. His Excellency 
has approached a Europsan Bank here 
which was quite willing to advance the amount 
at a very cheap rate of interest, but demanded 
certain large railway concessions in the Kwang 
tang Province to which the Viceroy would not 
agree, and the negotiations eventually fell 
through. 

Yesterday I was informed that the Viceroy 
is negotiating for the loan through certain 
very wealthy Chinese gentleman 0 Mongkong. 
The interest off-red is 12 per cent. per annum, 
and the loan is to be repaid in ten annual 
instalments of 330,010 taals each. 

He is willing to float the Joan provided the 
Viceroy obtains consent from the Wai-wu-pu. 

MORE EARTHQUAKES. 

Another earthquake took place here at 8.30 
on Saturday night. The shock lasted about twe 
seconds and was felt by most of the residents in 
Shameen. Furniture and articles in the houses 
were seen to more, but fortunately no accident 
restilted. =.

SERIOUS FIRES. 

About 7 a.m. on the 12th inst. a serious fire _ 
broke out in Yew Wah Sam Yeuk (West End). 
It originated from Tso's residence, No. 13 Yew 
Wah Stre-t, and gradually spread round the 
neighbourhood. The brigades worked up to 
noon. Altogether 38 houses were destroyed by 
fire. The origin of the fire is unknown. At 
10 p.m. last night another fire broke out at Ng 
Sin Moon. jn Fook Hing Loi tea ship and 
four other shops were burnt down. Several 
men in the street were seriously wounded by 
earthenware water jars thrown from roofs of 
neighbouring houses to put out the fire. 

THIEF ARRESTED. 

Yuan Kwai, a house coolie employed by 
Messrs. Carlowitz & Co. was a for steal- 
ing a (ruok and other articles belonging to the 
manager of the firm. He was sent to tho Nam 
Hoi. When the trial took place (12th instant) 
he denied having stolen the things and refased 
to sign a confession. ;

In consequence of the Yee Wo Company. a 
Chinese firm up-country, having counterfeited 
the trade mark of a match box label, ths 
Japaness Consul-General at ~ Hongkong 
has communicated this matter to the 
Viceroy. His Excellency has given orders to 
the Nam Hoi to have the owners of ths Yee 
Wo Company arrested and pinished. I hear 
that counterfeits of trade mark labels of all des- 
criptions are common up coun‘ry and European 
firms do not seem {o take any trouble fo puta 
stop to such dishonest practices.

CANTON WATER WORKS. 

Ng Po Kwong, a merchant here, has 
petitioned Viceroy Shum foraconcession to baild 
the water works of Canton City and to supply 
water to the c:tizens of Ho Pak an Ho Nam. 
It was stated in the pelition that he is prepared 
to float a company with a capital of $5,000.000. 
He offers an anuual royalty of 315,000 to the 
ane if the concession is granted to 

im. 

His Excellency has directed the Sin Hau 
Kok to commuuicate the contents of Ng's 
petition to the Prefect, the Nam Hoi and the 
Poon Yii magistrates, so that they may jointly 
consider the various aspects of the affair and 
report as to whether it would hamper or incon- 
venience the place if the concession were to be 
granted to merchants. Som: think this gigantic 
project should be taken up by the Government, 
as there may ba considerable trouble and 
obstacles which may embroil the general public, 
and could only be overcome by the Government 
being responsible. I remember some years ago 
one of the leading British firms in Hongkong 
applied to Viceroy T'o Mo for the samo concession, 
but the matter was dropped because the Chinese 
Gevernment refused to add a clause in the 
agreement to assist the company in collecting 
debts from its consumers, 

TERRIBLE RESULT OF A BAD SCHEME. 

So Wai Ting, owner of an orchard in Sze 
Keiu village, near Canton, who discovered that 
his fellow villagers: had bsen in the habit of 
stealing fruit from his trees, made up his mind 
to put a stop to the pilfering and to punish the 
thieves most severely if they were to repeat 
their dishonest practic :s. In order to do so he 
injected a. ‘lution of arsanic into seme of the 
ripe fruits in bis orchard, so that people who 
stole and ate them might be poisoned.

American merchandise. It is said that the 
Standard Oil Company here have notified their 
Consul General that their losses for last week 
alone amounted to over $25,000, and this was

TAX TO REPLACE FANTAN REVENUE. 
I hear that Viceroy Shum intends to impose 
duties on all kinds. of merchandise. The name 


of this new tax is (A 4b BR) Yan Fa duty. 


or ‘ flower seal duty.” It is said that many 
officials have frequently recommended the 
enforcement of the Yan Fa tax, but an 
Imperial Edict was issued last year ordering 
the suppression of all oppressive revenues, in 
consequence of which order the subject of the 
“Yan Fa” tax had to bs dropped. Lately an 
Expectant Prefect’ here has compiled a set of 
regulations and condition$ of the “ flower seal 
tax which is said to have been very artfully - 
drawn up. As His Excellency the vister 18 
anxious to suppress all gambling in the 
Kwangtung Province, a copy of the regulations 
has been sent to him for his approval, and there 
can be no doubt that he will take this 
opportunity to enforce the new tax as a sub- 
stitute for gambling revenues. IF was informed 
that yesterday Viceroy Shum gave orders to 
the Nam ‘Hoi and Poon Yii Magistrates to 
take immediate steps to investigate and study 
the pros and cons of the regulations and to 
report their opinigns on the matter, so that he 
may be able to enforce them at an early date. 

I do not know whether this new tax will 
affect foreign goods or not, but if it does, I 
am afraid the Viceroy will have a great deal 
of up-hill work to go through before he can 
successfully enforce it. 
IMPORTANT OFFICIAL POSITION ABOLISHED, 

On the 16th instant, the Provincial Treasurer 
of Kwangtung Province forwarded a despatch 
to the Conimissioners of the Grain Tax, the 
contents of which were roughly as follows :— 

‘T have received a despatch from the Board 
of Civil Office in Peking, requesting me to 
inform you that the Government has abolished 
the Grain Tax. Office of the Kwangtung Pro- 
vines, and directing me to take over and 
perform the duties of collecting the grain tax 
of the province.” 

REMOVAL OF YAMEN PAPERS, 

Yesterday all official documents and papers 
relating to cases, &c., of the Governor's Yamen 
were removed to the Viceroy's Yamen, Ia 
future all public functions and transactions 
which hitherto have been performed by the 
Governor will be attended to by the Viceroy. 

HONAM THEATRE. 

Perhaps you are not aware that there is only 
one theatre building in the whole great City of 
Canton. Barriog “Sing Song” houses and 
flower-boats, there are no other amusements for 
the millions of people here but the Theatte, 
Unfortunately, about two years ago Ng Lan 
Fong, oneof the gentry of Honan, petitioned the 
Viceroy to suppress the evening performances. 
The reasons stated in the petition were 
that evening performances were dangerous 
to the neighbourhood; that the theatre 
being open throughout the night for admis- 
sion, robbers and thieves would seize the 
advantage and make use of the place ; and that 
also many disputes ond quarre!s were settled in 
the theatre at nigut.

DEARTH OF RICK. 

Following two consecutive years of abundance 
of this impor‘ant staple, there is a very bad 
prospect for the second orop of the present year 
throughout the Prefecture of Limchow, partly 
due to the appearance of myriads of a black 
hairless grub, which had almost destroyed the 
young plunts. ‘T'aking advantage of this 
unfortuna‘e circumstance the wealthy proprie- 
tors of grauaries are making a “ corner.’ The 
merchants on the other hand, whoare always 
equal to the occ.sion, have been importing rice 
from Haiphong by every opportunity, and this 
has b:en the means of preventing further rise 
in the price of the staple, andI have no doubt 
that Hongkong will soon be looked upon as 
another source of supply. 

THE FRENCH SCHOOL. 

Since the departure of Professor Marc | 
Boudet, who left for France on leave in the 
«beginning of June last, the school has been 
‘left without a teacher, with only the direction 
of a monitor or one of the most advanced pupils 
with the supervision of the French Consul, 
Monsieur G. Lecomte. The new professor, 
Monsieur Chalamel, having) now arrived 
the school is again in prop-r trim with a daily 
attendance of between forty and Hifty boys. 
GROUNDNUTS, 

The harvest of this oily nut has been pleuti- 
ful here and in the surrounding districts this 
season, so much so that its expor'. both in the 
crude state and after being cuuverted into 
oil, to Hongkoug, Haiphone and other 
adjacent places, has been 1 <iced with 
pleasant surprise. Untilas recently as the 6th 
ultimo,—Sesamum feed, which is a bad sub- 
st:tute for the Groundnut oil, has been imported 
from Hongkong, but since the nuts were 
gathered and crushed, the reverse has been the 
case. Six years ago the exportation of the oil 
was stopped, owing to the failure of the crop, 
and only last year the natives began to experi- 
ment. with the seeds obtained from California 
and Swatow, with such admirable results, that a 
new impetus was given this year. Whether in 
the future such satisfactory results will be 
obtained, I am not prepared to foretell, but the 
planters are confident that such will be the case. 
‘Che work of crushing the nu‘s to obtain the 
oil (a most primitive and tedious process) has 
been going on f r weeks, working overtima, 
What with the gathering of the nuts, drying, 
unhusking and crushing, there ought to be 
employment for all the idlers, who should 
pot now be able to advance the plea of want of 
work, when tley go sbeg,ing and robbing. 
Unfortunately, these parasites se m to be more 
active in good times. Tle planters are better 
worth robbing.

SANITATION. 
Through the initiative of the Delegate of 


the principal streets are bsing daily cleaned. 
The exponse is borne by public subscription, the 
promoter being one of those who head the list. 
Mr. Liang, who is a man of sound English 
education, with a good idea of Western 
ideas, has in many instances shown himself to 
be a man worthy of his high position aud of more 
intelligence than many of his rank. While the 
office he is now filling had been merely a sinecure 
under the direction of several of his predecessors, 
run by their secretaries and underlings, since his 
advent here, in Jauuary last, things have taken 
a better turn. He does not allow grass to grow 
under his feet by trusting to his secretary what 
requires his personal attention. While he is 
an undoubted patriot, he is not in the least 
anti-foreign, as might be expected from a man 
who has received his education in Hongkong 
(sic).

DISTURBANCE KXTENDED TO HONGKONG, 
lfth August. 
Av earthquake, as Mr. Dyer Balt ia iis: 


Thengs Chivere :emarks, is not a phenomenon ! 
often experienced by the foreigu r-silent in 
China. Slight shocks’ however, have at times 
been felt at Hunykong ss wll as io the Treaty 
porta, but they come at such long intervals and 
are of so mida caricter that they exci’e more 
wonder thiualarm. The ssties of earth-tramors 
which the iohabitints of Macao have lately | 
been experiencing are certaiuly more ‘alarming i 
than any previors experiences of the kind 
record -d in this part of China. 

Ono Friday night at nine o'clock 1 very severe 
sheck was experienced at Macio c.n ing large 
numbers of the inhabitants to leave their houses, 
and as th‘s first s‘iock was followed throughout 
the night by a series of minor oscillations, 
crowds flocked to the parks and other 
open ground in the purlieus of the city, and

That of Friday night was scarcely perceptible 
but there was no mistaking the shock on 
Saturday night, an undulating lateral motion 
of the earth being m-st‘unpleasantly percep- 
tible and causing momentary alarm to a good 
many people. Damize to hous; property, it 
might be supposed would more likely be caused 
by Saturday's shock than by that on Friday, 
yet the only damage we have heard of is the 
fall of the roof of a verandah at the back of 
one of the houses in Belilios Terrace on Friday 
night, the crash giving residents 
neighbonring houses a great fright. 
movement of Friday night's 
shock appeared to be vertical, while that 
of Saturday was lateral. It is ten 
years since a shock of earthquake so 
noticeable as that on Saturday night was felt 
in Hongkong. It was then recorded that 
people in the upper stories of the Hongkong 
Hotel felt dizzy and concluded that the building 
would fall, and that many Chinese were much 
alarmed, 

It will be interesting to learn what effects 
ave no iceable at the hot springs of Yung Mak. 
about twenly miles north-west of Macao. The 
tempiraturs of the water coming from these 
springs is usually about 170 degrees. They 
are. situated in a valley surrounded by high 
mountains, and from the position of the springs 
at the centre of the circle of mountains it is 
generally considered that the site is that of an 
extinct volcano. It is rather cur: us however to 
note that though Hongkong is mentioned several 
times in the list of Mr. Dyer Ball's, as having 
experienced earthquake shocks, Macao is not 
mentioned once.

THE EARTHQUAKES, ’ 

Yesterday (Saturday, there were several 
severe earthquake shocks here, which frightened 
us all very much. There was a very violent 
shock at half past eight, one which cracked the 
walls of the Leal Senado. The gaol was 
totally ruined, .ne-essitating thé 
of the prisoners at: eleven o'clockat night 
to the police barracks. The: fantan house 
in Rua do Jago .wasx cracked from top to 
bottom, while another in Rua da Cadeia, 
just in front of the gaol, also suffered. 
Many people were tw b> seen lying down in 
terror ov the mountain paths. Here the shocks 
were n t felt so much. It seams that the full 
force of the earthquake was felt in the Largo 
do Sanado, and in the Chines.: quarter, which 
is commonly known as the Bizaar. About tivo 
thousand people sought refuge at the Avenido, 
where they spent a miserable night. After the 
first shoc at half past eight there were a dozen 
more. Everything was quiet after two o'clock 


-in the morning. ~ 


Tw> wal's of tle/Moute Forta were very 
much shake. The quarters of the Commandant 
were cracked from top t> bot‘om. The gate 
sentry houses of tho Guia collapsed, and the 
chapel threatens ruin. Several other houses, 
al-o, are badly c-acked.

A guard of honovr composed of about 200 
men of the Rcyai West Kents, commanded by 
Cap‘ain T |Joch, was drawn up along the Praya 
facing the pier, asd as the Prince, on whose 

chest shoue the [mperi1l Star of the first order 
of the Rising Sun, accouipanied by the Princess, 
walked along the pier the R.W.K. Band struc« 
up the * Kimegaya,” Japanese national anthem. 
His Highness then inspected the guard, before 
which flew the regimental colours; and then, 
- accompanied by his suite and the gentlemen he 
had met, proceeded to Government Hou-s where 
he tiffined with H.E. the Governor, returning 
on board in the afternoon. 

Owing to the early departure of the mail 
steamer, the Royal visitors had but a ghort stay 

- here, aud a dinner and soiree which Mr. Noma, 
Japanese Consul, had arranged in their honour 
was of necessity abandoned. The Daily Prese 
on the 17th said: — 

“ Whom the King delights to honour.’ We 
need make no apology for enlarging upon the 
visit, brief as it was, which their Imperial 
Highnesses Prince and Princess Ari ugawa 
yesterday paid to this Colony. As Hovgkoug 
is not the most inconspicuous corn +r of a’ great 
empire, it need have no hesitation in off-ring 
its ‘“‘widow's mite” of the great national 
welcome that Britain has been exteoding sv 
enthusiastically to the relatives and re presenta- 
tives ofthe Japanese Emperor. Britain is tied 
to its victorious ally by affection as well as by 
treaty, and if has fallen to Sir Matthew 
Nathan and his staff. as governing a portion of 
British soil most contiguous to Japau, to speed 
the partiug guest with renewed courtesies. 
Tt has helped, this tour of Prince Arisugawa, 
to dissipate some diliyently circulated 
suggestions that the British .have not been 
enjoying the real respect of their allies, 
that. they are blamed for not ‘playing 
the ganie” as an ally should, and that it 
is pure self interest that has made the renewal 
and strengthening of the alliance possible. | 
These calumnies could never have made much | 
headway, perhaps, but it is pleasant to find our 
visitor making repeated reference to the goad 
impressions that he had personally received | 
from the manner of his rec-ption, and assurances ° 
that these impressions and gratified feelings 
would certainly be shared by his illu-trious 
relative at Tokyo. We can with sume con- 
fidence reply that so farasthis colony and its 
British subjects are concerned, the sentiments 
of the mother country are shared in full. We | 
are nearer to his own beautiful country. and 
perhaps enjoy a fuller knowledge of his j 
nationals, of their nature, aod of their 
national spirit, progressive aims, and remark- 
ably liberal ideas. Prince Arisugzawa spoke in 
Léndon of Japan’x «full sympathy and best 
wishes for the people of the whole British 
Empire,” and there can be no doubt that from . 
such a soure3, that was as sincere as it was j 
authoritative. His Imp-rial Highness spent 
some time in England as a student, and became 
fimiliar with the best type of English thought. 
As a young officer in the British navy, he was 
immensely popular; and he was the highly 

ca le representative of Japan at the Diamond 
nbilee of Her Late Majesty, Queen Victoria.

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Yesterday was not the. first time 
he had gazed upon the terraced vista 
Hongkong, and judging by the warmth 
of his welcome, unless he be already .surfeited

Thus a heavy sum is drawn anaoually 
from the treasury of the Canton Government 
to keep the navy and army, tHe latter beng 
evidently composed of people of not much valae. 
I'he military department in Pekinz his again 
sent instruction to the Canton Government 
asking it to form immediately-a new army 
composed of strong and brave man selected from 
various districts to be drilled according to 
modern methods ; and {o abolish all the 
old. army corps stationed at varions place:. 
so ag to utiliss the expenses to keep the new 
army. The Viceroy says that the reformation 
of the army, which he was compelled to put 
aside for a tims ou account of the financial 
difficulty, is of the utmost importancs at present. 
so that the vld army corps must be abolished 
without delay. ‘The provincial treasursr ani 
the directors of Siu-Kau-Kuk, the board of 
local affairs, have been consequently ordered by 
the Viceroy to take steps to abolish the old army 
¢ rps and to devisa means to give protection to 
different places, the question of which must be 
answered withio a month.

Already a secret society is in existenc: locally 
for the purpo.e of pressing the boycott, and 
unless active measures are taken for its 
suppression trouble is likaly to follow.

AN ANTI-TRAM CARTOON: COOLIE 
REMANDED FOR ENQUIRIES. 

Before Mr. F. A. Hazeland at the Police 
Court on August 19, Inspector Smith charged 
acoolie with having posted a boycott cartoon 
on the wall of a house at Praya Hast without 
the permission of the Registrar-General. 

The cartoon. exhibited a drawing of an 
electric tram, the seats of which were occupied 
by beasts, vermin and reptiles; while the 
writing underneath was, ‘Beware!

A lukong gave testimony. to the effect that 
he saw the coolie post the notice; and 
Inspector Smith applied for a remand, as he 
had been unable to learn anything concerning 
the defendant. 


THE BOYCOTT OFFENCES AT AMOY 

The Fvochow Echo says:—The facts of the 
insult to the American flag at the American 
Consulate at Amoy, ara as follows, Mr. Andar- 
son, the Consul, reports that on the night of the 
18th July, the flag~halyard of the American 
Consulate flag pole was pulled down and a 
nuisance committed at the base of the pole and 
a placard against Americans posted on the pole 
evide neing a direct and intentional insult to the 
American flag. He wrote to the Taotai stat- 
ing the circumstances and he promised to 
punish the offenders but made no amends 
for the insult. Nor has he arrested any 
one in this connection.. He wrote to him 
again asking that ‘the usual courtesy of 
a national salute be fired. by a gun boat in the’ 
harbour and he was given informal assurance 
that this would be done. Later it seems that 
the Haifongting declared that the firing of such 
a salute would be taken as opposition to the 
anti-American agitation, whereupon the local 
officials refused to order the salate. They thus 
give their approval to the anti-American move- 
ment and to the insult to.the American Mag — 
which has resulted from it, Mr. Anderson, 
therefore, reported the matter to the Ameri- 
can Legation, and Mr. Rockhill took 
it up with the Wai Wu Pu. He also com- 
municated with His Excellency the Viceroy, 
through Dr. Gracey, the American Consul at 
this port, who took up the matter with the 
Provincial authorities, with the result that on 
Friday the 4th inst. H. E. -ing 
structions to Amoy that a salate should be 
fired at once, and a special deputy was ap- 
pointed to proceed to Amoy to make farther 
investigations, and report what measure may 
be n to insure peace and quietness in 
the port.

COPPER COINS. : 


Chou Fu, Acting Viceroy of Liang Kiang. 
has submitted a memorial pointing out the evil 
| of treding in copper coins in the provinces. 
| The minting of copper coins in the provinces 

was originally intended for the relief of mone- 
' tary crises and is by no means for gain: The 
‘ original value of copper is of course less than 
that of the coin, this difference representing an 
enormous profit. More miditing machinery has 
therefore been obtained and the output of coins 
has increased daily. The profits so obtained 
represent a substantial income for the execu- 
tion of such reforms as are in want of funds, 
and even the Lieu Ping Chu depends greatly 
on -this source. It is good if this is done 
properly, but as the coins increase, their valus 
decreases. According to the e:timate of a 
modern finatcier. the output capacity of the 
machines now in China is 16,400 millions of 
copper coins yearly, which equals 164 millions 
strings of cash. This will effect a great fall 
in the price of the copper coins, and damage 
trade. Allthe provincial authorities comprehend 
this fact, but simply on account of the demand 
for reforms and military organization. they 
adopted such methods reluctantly. 

At present, owing to the depreciation of the 
value of copper coins, the profits ‘of mint- 
ing have become much less Those in charge 
of the mints take no copsideration of the 
quantity already in circulation and think 
only of the ways and means of disposing 
of the coins in other provinces, which hastens 
the fall in price. In the interior parts of the 
provinces, no copper coins are used, which is 
quite contrary to the origival intention, the 
relief of the monetary crisis, and unforeseen 
damage to trade will ensue. The interior has 
not received any benefit and the thriving ports 
have sustained disadvantage by the copper 
coinage. For instance, there are in Kiangsu 
three mints viz., Nanking, Soochow and Ching- 
kiang, the output of{copper coins being sufficient 
for use of the province, while there are in 
Shanghai, Chinkiang and other places, agescies 
established for the supply of Kuangtung, Hupei. 
Chékiang and Fukien. .On account of this. 
copper coins have fallen in value; formerly, 
1,300 cash were worth one tael. and 
now one tael can get 1,400 cash. For the 
dollar ons used to get 8t') or 850 but now 
96) or 970 cash. The principal income of 
Kiangnan is derived from land grain and salt 
taxes and likin on all kinds of goods, which are 
all paid in cash and converted into taels for 

| remitting to the Treasury. Once the value of 

cash falls, the loss in conversion is very great.

| military expenditure can hardly be met.

| SIR} GERARD NOEL'S LABOURS FOR - 
NAVAL PROGRESS AND REFORM. 


The carrespondent ‘at Hongkong of the

the magnitude and success of Sir Gerard 
! Noel's labours in the interests of progress and 
reform. Starting with cruising ia company 
i (g detail hitherto unknown on the station), the 
jarrival of 14 vessels at Woosung was the 
: biggest squadron assembled at the port daring 
tthe present generation, and it so im 

[the “British community of Shanghai that 
‘they feted the crews. Ventilation—that 
indispensable essential to jhealth and comfort 
in warships—next received Sir Gerard’s 
attention, and so marked were the ra id 
improvements effected in the system t 
j they surprised even those responsible for an 
efficient air supply between deoks, whilst 
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material improvement in the health of the 
crews was soon noticed by the medical officers. 


The Commander-in-Chief next discovered that | 


the training of the men required considerable 
modification and adjustment, and he 
turned his attention to discreetly propor- 
tioning the drills and their application to the 
requirements of the times, and the period which 
service men had to do, by abolishing much that 
had been rendered useless, and creating in lieu 
thereof a definite, concentrated principle of 
training which removed many difficulties sur- 
reunding the vexed problem of short s:rvice 
trainiog and resulted in the ‘five years men 
receiving instruction adequate to their require- 
ments and station afloat, suitable for transfer 
to the Reserve, and usefal when seeking 
employment in civil life. A redaction of * red 
tape’ was distinctly noticeable after the 
Commander-in-Chief's first inspection of the 
Dockyard and shore establishments, and there- 
after the transaction of business with economy 
and despatch enabled ships to prepare for 
lengthy sea service at short notice. The 
importance which mechanical knowledge is to 
play in the fature naval officer's career cause 1 
Sir Gerard to adopt engins-room training 
for midshipmen on lines relevant to future 
possibilities, and to establish continuity of 
instruction where dislocation prevailed. 

Probably no department came more under his 
immediate eye than the signal branch, which is 
now ina highly efficient state. Signal ratiugs 
have been constantly changed. passing during 
their stay on the station through a'l the types 
of vesselz, Shore stations have been improved 
to meet modern requirements. and wireless 
{eleg-aphy has been introduced. Landing 

~ parties and other exercises have embraced the 
requisites of physical drill. whilst increased 
facilities for leave and sport have done much to 
develop a healthy tone rio the lower deck. 

That better shooting resul(s would be obtained 
by allowing gunlayers to cultivate confidence 
in their own ability was very evident to Sir 
Gerard Noel, and the system of battle tactics and 
jndging distance was|persevered with, resulting, 
as was expected, ia excellent shooting. 

Courting a spirit of co-operation from lis 
officers, the C mmander-in-Ch‘ef has seldona 
hesitated, and never obdurately decline1 any 
proposals from them, and has adopt d what there 
might be in them worthy of a| ractical test. 
At the same time, it has never beeu his custom 
—and wisely so—to jump at new proposi lions 
without carefully sifting their probable resulta, 
but an open ear las been given to them, and 
when the expediency and utility of any sugges- 
{ions hive made themselves apparent their 
adoption has soon foll »wed. 

Few admirals, with their syuadronu continually 
on the move and surrounded by uncerigin events 
consequent upon the progress of hostilities on 
the station, could have accomplished so many 
useful reforms in so short atime. The Ocra us 
recent shooting may be accepted as a significant 
commentary of the efforts of Sir Gerard Noel 
to encourage self-reliance and resourcefulness 
amongst the personnel of his command.

(2) In'vas°s where the documents are iutended 
to b> used in foreign cotitries. the parties 
should have the documents authsntic ited in the 
Colony, either by the Governor or by a notary 
public, In the latter caxe. the certificate of the 
notary publi: should bs authenticated by the 
c nsular represent itive of the country in which 
it ig intended to use the document, or, if there 
ig no such consular representative in Hongsong, 
the notarial attestation should be authenticated 
by the Governor.
